ROASTED TO DEATH. 


.\fo.-t ef the killed were foreigners who 
v.’. re in the nmoker. They were literally 
to death, the baggage c a r and 
sin.ik* r tele.scoping the engine and imme­ 
diately catclihig lire. Their bodic.s a re ly- 
ij'ig, many of them buraed to a crisp, in 
\h- baggage room of the Baltim ore & Ohio 
<k})of. A peculiar feature of the accident 
is the fact that not a woman wa.s injured 
e xcepting sligfhtly. 


The wreck was caused by breaking of 
c;\.«ting.s on a ear load of bridge timber.s 
on a w^est bound freight train which had 
pap.<^ed Eatircl Run not more than fifteen 
niiniite.'i before the 
ill-fated pa.ssenger 
train. The wreck occurred on a ctirve and 
it was impossible for Engineer Thornley 
lo pec far enough ahead to detect the ob­ 
struct ion on the tracks. 


The big engine plunged Into the timber.^ 
at a velocity of sixty miles an hour. The 
f ngnie ploughed ipto the em bankm ent and 
The baggage and express cars were thrown 
5 0 the river. The smoker followed the en­ 
gine and landed squarely on top^of it. This 
allowed escaping steam from the engine to 
mi the car. The smoker w as packed to its 
utmost capacity and ai£ 
jjssengers were 


< /-loked alive. 
X ot a single passenger in 
tliis car escaped with his life and it is es­ 
timated at least forty of the dead were Iii 
the smoker. 
HEROIC DEED OF BAGGAGEMASTEB, 
Raggagem aster Baum, of Hazelwood. 
wiLh his head and body frightfully cut, 
crawled from th e WTeckage and groping 
hi?, way along in the darkness flagged a 
wr.«t bound passenger train by taking off 
his coat and setting fire to it. H e stopped 
the train ust in time to prevent it plung­ 
ing into the wreck and adding further hor­ 
ror to tho already indescribable disaster. 
Baum collapsed when he saw he had suc- 
ceedd in stopping the train and when the 
engine stopped he wa.s lying w ithin a few 
feet of it.

It was the d€i?ircof the commission 
to commemorate the deeds of tlie 
llliiioiH soldif'TS who took part ill the 
meoiorabli' sie»ie in a manner differ- 
r*nt from the eold, hackneyed monii- 
styk*. and with this i<lea in 
view a member conceived the plan 


aiid was <ledicat<iil to the gocls of the 
scvcai planets, Apollo, Diana, Her-j 
"cury, Venus, Itfar^, Jupit«!* and Sat- 
lUTi. 
The name eignil^’s *^vety sa- 
credJ' It 19 tliD only ancient <iliiic 
at Rome whicli is still in iiearly per 
feet preservation, that is, the only 
one, thi» walls and vaults of which 
still stand- It was s>traek by liirhtninir 
in the reign of Trojan and restor<^ 
by Hadrian. Aftiir fhe oxi)iry of 
l*airan wi»rskip tlie Pantheon stood 
unoeeupied and under Phoeai>, the ty- 
run(: of the oast, it was presented to 
Popci Boniface IV, who consecrated 
it as a Christian ehiirc^h in COO, un­ 
der the name of Santa Maria ad 
]!kfart.>Tes. In the same year twenty- 
eiifht Wiii^on loads of boufji? gf the 
martyrs were brouf^it from the eata* 
combs and deposited therein. 
The 
heii?ht and diameter of the dome is 
142 feet. The i>ortico is lOS^eet wide 
and twnty-eight feet deep. Through­ 
out the ages it has been regarded as 
the chief oriuimenfc of the city of 
Rome.

taken from that structure, met with 
favor and the coinmiHsioii will pro­ 
c e e d aktng the lines indicated. When 
computed, it is siiid, th(‘ monumeni 
will be the gandest and most niagnifi- 
ciMil tribute <‘ver paid to the memory 
of tho .soldier tlead. It will be fifty 
feet high aiid fifty feet in «liaiwter, 
nut including the portico, which is of 
elaborate and artistle, design. 
The 
interior will be lighted from the roof 
and surrounding the; masKiv(‘ dome is 
a highjy ornamental fring<" of grajiite 
ri'presenting tin* Ameri<‘an eagle with 
ont.strelched wings and emblazoned 
shielils in idfernation. Skirting the 
monument at about two-thirds «>f its 
height are the ,memorable words of 
Lincoln, “Witli malice toward none 
and charity for all,” and the equall.y 
historical expression of 
Grant at 
K.ichmond,“li^t us have jK-aee.” These 
.splendid sentiments that have and 
v/ill ever continue to echo down the 
corridors of time encircle the nionn- 
ment and stand out in plaiu l>oldJet- 
ters ^‘hiseled in the granite. 


The portico is sublime in its gran- 
duer and is supported by six granite 
columns in Doric style. The sloping 
roof of the portico is surmounted by 
i! large granite figure representing 
the American eagle with the shield 
between its talons and head well poi^:ed 
between its ov-erspreading- wiug.s. The 
tympanum, between the upper and 
lower cornices of the portico, is very 
striking and represents files of sol­ 
diers marching before the recording 
angel. Across the middle portiim of 
the architrave is inscribed the word 
“Illinois’^ in bold face letters. Just 
above tho entrance to the monument 
are three frieze groups in bas-relief, 
tbe first representing Gov. llichard 
Yates presenting Grant with his com­ 
mission; the second sliows the mn- 
ning of the blockade at Vicksburg, 
and the third is a roproiluction'of the 
scene where General Pemberton of 
the confederate forces surrendered to 
Gi'ueral Grant. 


The interior arrangement of the 
monument has not been neglected and 
Ivere, in endtiring tablets of bronze, 
will be recorded the names of every 
lllb’ois soldier who participated iij 
tlie memorable siege of Vicksburg, to­ 
gether with the regimental command-- 
(*rs and subordinate officers. These 
tablets include the name.?, of the liv­ 
ing as. well as the dead. The floor of 
the interior is iii mosaic and here is 
recor<led the names of the union gen- 
ej’als who counnanded /d; Vicksburg 
and the names of the colonels wlio 
were in command of brigades. 
The 
approach to the monument is by a 
series of stone terraces, graduating 
in tiers of one, two and tliree steps, 
aiul ending in a grand stairway of 
twelve steps, vdiich leads across th* 
porch to,the entrance. 


The monument is surrounded by a 
stone railing in coping and on each 
side of the main approach will be 
soldier statues of appropriate design. 


The monument will be situated in 
a grand park with man,y driveways, 
and along Iliiion avenue will be plac­ 
ed- the ^-egimental granitemarkers, 
six feet high, bearing the inscriptions 
telling the i^giment, colonel, lieuten­ 
ant colonel, ranking captain and also 
the brigade, division and corps of 
which-^the regiment was a member. 
This marker is an upriglit slab on 
an extending base. ' The positions of 
the various Illinois regiments, sev^ 
enty-seven iu number, will also' be 
designated witli a marker 
in 
the 
form of a scroll and the inscription 
here will tell of the position, the loss 
in killed, w'ounded and missing. 


It will be seen from the above that 
the work of the commission is on an 
extensive scale and it is certainly fit­ 
ting that the state of Illinois should 
appropriate, out of its vast resource's 
fund« for the carrying out of such a 
grand puriwMe. 
Tlie living genera­ 
tions of the i)resent can never pay 
the debt of gratitude due the men of 
’60 and ^65, who.se valor and patriot­ 
ism made the nnioii perpetual, but 
they can exhibit an affectionate' re­ 
gard and give it the visible expression 
that will result when theiVieksbi^ 
'commissionel’® have completed tlie la­ 
bor of • love that has been imposed' up­ 
on tiiem.

The cat- 
alpa is indiginOus to the Wabash bot­ 
tom vands in Illinois and Indiana and 
may be grown in any section of the 
United States. 
The tree is known 
nearly ever.vwHere, but its great value 
is just beginning to be understood. 
Nearly every,boy knows tho trtHi be- 
cause- of its long and slender seed pod 
which when driinl burns-much like to­ 
bacco, and is cdten knoinr as the lady 
cigars. 


It is tho worth of the timber and 
its marvelously quick growth, that 
is desigiHKl to solve the problem of 
future railroad building and furnish 
a supply of lumber for all purposes. 


In tho workFs fair exhibit a sixtion 
of railroad will be built sliowing the 
adaptabilit\' of catalna timber for 
ties. Old tic*s that have been in use 
for thirty-two years iind not yet show­ 
ing an.y signs of decay, will be>hown. 
When it is shown that the average 
life of an oak tie is .seven years, tho 
cataloa’s value on this line is demon- 
strate<l. 'I’here will be telegraph anti 
telejihone ■•míIos that have been in use 
as long, and fence tJpsts will )k> (‘xliib- 
ited that can be» ’n*oven to have been 
in use for one hundred years. 


Not alone for these ournoses is the 
wood of the 
catalna valuable. 
A 
prominent Dayton, Ohio car building 
plant will exhibit a'section of a pal­ 
ace car,' all of the timbe^rs of which, 
inside and ont, are of catalpa woo<l. 
The timber possesses all the require­ 
ments for .such work, beihg strong 
and susceptiable to 
a fine 
finish. 
After it has been placefl in the fin­ 
ish of a pa lape car it is often mis- 
taken for oak, chestnut or cherry. 
Furniture factories will also exhibit 
fine chairs, desks and other furniture 
made from this wood. 


The Arboriculture society’s e^xhibit 
W'ill not stop with showing the various 
u.scs to which the lumber from the ca­ 
talpa tree nia.v be put, but it will 
show how the catalpa forests may.lje 
gro'\\ii anywhere within a few years. 
The seed is i>Ianted in good, rich gar-, 
den soil and iu a short while they 
spring up. The young shoots should 
be transplanted within a year, for 
thi* roots reach out in every direction 
and the beM results are-ol^tained 
from early transplanting. The tyees 
should })o set out in spaces of eight 
feet in either directiop. The growth 
is exceedingly rapid, being uniformly 
one inch in diamet^er for each ,vear. 
At the end of the sixth year the trees 
have attained a diameter of six inch­ 
es. Then it is best for the trees to 
thin them out, cutting down each al­ 
ternate row, and then each alternate 
tree in the rows that remain. This 
leaves the trees standing sixteen feetr 
apart.^ 


The trciis that are cut may be 
used for posts and ties, aiid then the 
forest .\ields a fair retnrn during the 
thinning process. 
“Ole tie.s” from 
oak trees are practically vaiileless, 
l>ecause of the sap in the latter 
gro\nh of the tree. The woo<l that 
contains the sap soon decays and this 
contaminates the rest of the timber. 
There is nractically no sap in the ca­ 
talpa and ‘‘j)ole ties” from this w(»od 
last an indefinite number of .years. 


(Aftjia" the thlnning ont process 
thfi growth of the tree continues at 
the i*ate of one inch in diameter each 
year, and catalpa treef at eighteen 
years old often reach as high as 100 
feet, thus pielding á large return of 
.‘splendid lumber. 
.. 


Among the large railroads to rec­ 
ognize the importanoe of tree plant­ 
ing in order to guarantee a supply of 
trees for the futpre is tho Illinois 
Cehtral. At a point near Du Quoin, 
111., 100,000 catalpa trees were plant­ 
ed three years ago, when President 
Stuyvesaiit Fish became interested 
in the work of the Arboriculture so­ 
ciety. These trees arc thriving now 
and in a few years, when tho thin- 
ni]ig out process lx>gins many of the 
tie«s of the Illinois Central raiU'oad 
will be cut from this forest, created 
ill tho heart of the vast .lUmois 
prairie. The samo road is planting- 
simjlar forcst.-s hi Mississippi, and 
contémi)lates tho establishment of 
others.

Hon Science Determine* Exact De­ 
gree of I 
Tempera turc». 


Until within a comparatively recent 
period the man in charge of one of the 
very hot ovens used in many industrial 
opérations, such, for example, as the 
making of pottery or the manufacture 
Of various kinds of gas', could only 
judge the heat of his oven by looking 
at it. Nowadays, however, as a result 
of the increasing demand for heat ex­ 
perts, pyromctry is taught as an exact 
science. 


Even the most expert optical judg­ 
ment, as was shown in a series of ex­ 
periments made at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology in Boston at 
the time wtieu heat measurement was 
lirst being established as ah important 
study for the schools of technology, 
could not tell the heat Of an oven of 
over 2,500 degrees with more than ap­ 
proximate accuracy. Pyrometry, how­ 
ever, has invented instruments that can 
exactly measure heat that is thousands 
of degrees above and cold that falls 
hundreds of degrees below the zero 
point 
. 


One of the simpler instruments for 
determining a high temperature is'the 
calorimeter. A ball of nickel or plati­ 
num is heated in the furnace whose 
temperature is to be tested and drop­ 
ped into water. The water will im­ 
mediately rise’ in temperature, and, thé 
change having been noted by a ther­ 
mometer, the amount Of heat generated 
by the furnace itself may be readily 
calculated.' Another interesting device 
is a small torpedo guaranteed to ex­ 
plode when exposed to a certain degree 
of. lieat aiul there are various mechan­ 
isms that may be connected directly 
with ovens. 


Modqrn pyrometry deals with cold as 
well as heat and lias yet other instru- 
ments for measuring the lowest obtain­ 
able teniperatures. One of the most 
curious of these is the so called tlicr- 
moplion, an electrical measuring instru­ 
ment With a telephone attachment. 
The dcSVicc is .connected with a coil ex­ 
posed to the temperature under ques­ 
tion; so that a man in the central' sta­ 
tion of a refrigerating plant can hear 
réportsi from each without the neccs- 
: slty of making a daily inspection of all 
the lbcal thermometers.
